The Bfjon Theater will be the first to apen
its doors for the season of 18928 if Harris'
Theater, which hasnot yet closed at all, be
excepted, The Bijou will suprise its pa-
trons. Itis practically a new theater in ap-
pearance, The painters and d tors have
been busy for many weeks within 1t, and
when the doors are thrown open on August
4 everything within it will be as bright and
freshas Paint can make it

The point aimed at in the new schemse of
decoration of the Bijon seems to be cheerful
lightness. The entire house, prosceninm
aroh, walls ana mouldings, have been
d fn white and gold. In
place of the aisrming curiositiesa in
the shape of horses and the flying
newsboy ahove the prosceninm areh there
fs now a garland of flowers in subdued tints
azninat o backzrnund of white, and garlands
and panels of gold fill up the flanks of the
arcli. A high dado in warm brown o lin-
erusta walton relieves the monotony of the
white walls anelro“nﬁ the parquet. The
backs of the seata in the parquet have been
yve-=«ilt, and those of the pargnet circle have
biren warnished afresh, so thatall of them
ook s good as new, A new center clmndes
Her depends from the ceiling over the par-
quet. It is desiened to Mr. Gulick's order,
und has an airy daintiness such thines rare-
hv have; long branches, with single inecan-

escant lighta at the end. springing in a
graoeful curve from the central bulb, This
is intended for electric lizhts, of conrse; the
whole honse being now 1lt with electricity,
with gas in reserve. 8 greatest improve-
ment of a)l in Mr, Gulick's opinion is the
lighting of the honse in general, and the
stage in particular. There will be something
like 3,500 electric lightaaltogetherbe'oreand
behind the cartain. The footlights are now
arranged on the most improved modern
plan, with permanent electric lights of clear
glass, and a sunken subsidiary bench of red
and green lizhts that ean be 1aised as de-
sired. The switchbourd, from whioh all the
Hzhts will be governed, costing $3,500, will be
set up between the proscenlom arch at the
first entrance and the entrance to the star
dressing room. The new border lights are
also ot the Ilatest patiern. They cop-
tain tho customary white lights
and also red and gresn. Mr. Gulick thinks
that the Rijop atage will be as well lit asany
in the country. The stage itaelf isalso new,
not only as to flnoring, but the jolsts, ete,,
supporting the stage have been rebuils, so
that the aavent of the heaviest tragedy oan

awaited calmly by the Bijou manage-
ment.

Among other minor improvements is the
repapering of the walls within the boxes;
the paper is of & ripe pinkish tint, and con-
trasts well enough with the white and gold
embellishment of the balustrade and pillars,
New carpets of old gold tone will be Iaid in
the aisles. The crimson hangings of the
boxes will be retained. In the balcony elec-
tric lights have been set at short intervals
to supplement the jewelen bosses.
